Independence Day 


Some historians insist the primary ha- 


cis for the American Revolution was the 
economic pressure put upon the colonists 
by England. It is true that restrictions as 
to production and procurement of goods, 
conceived by England as necessary to the 
mercantile empire, aroused the colonists 
to revolt. But the theories behind man's 
rights ai.d the reasons for government 
rationalized their rebellion. 


The Declaration of Independence, an 


unofficial document as far as the United 
States is concerned, expressed the philos- 
ophies behind the American Revolution in 
simple and clear terms. The ideas are 
not present in the Constitution in so many 
words: but the philosophy expressed in 
the Declaration was necessary for the 
writing and thought behind the Constitu- 
tion. 


"We hold these truths to be self-evi- 


dent, that all men are created equal, that 
they are endowed by their Creator with 
certain inalienable rights, that among 
these are Life, Liberty, and the Pursuit 
of Happiness. That to secure these rights, 
Governments are instituted among Men, 
deriving their just powers from the con- 
sent of the governed." 


The background for these ideas was 


the doctrine of natural rights, developed 
principally in England and expressed 
to 


some extent in common law. This doc- 


trine held pimply that man, by being 
man. had rights from God which no gov- 
ernment, no tyrant, no individual or 
group could rightfully deny him. In prac- 
tise these rights might b» taken away 
but not justly. It obviously follows that 
no person or organization, even of gov- 
ernment, could grant inalienable rights 
either. It could only set up machinery to 
see that they were not denied. 


It is on this philosophical ground that 


our beginnings in government differ so 
greatly from that of both 
communistic 


and socialistic countries. The government 
is essential to them to give the rights; it 
obviously must then be almost worshipped, 
it is beholden to no constituents, it almost 
takes over the old authority of the divine 
right of kings. 


Government, in the belief of the men 


who wrote the Declaration, is no sacred 
cow, untouchable and unchangeable. It is 
merely an instrument by which man can 
further his growth and better his condi- 
tions. And the pursuit of happiness, which 
can include a high standard of living, fol- 
lows both life and liberty. 


The Declaration of Independence is a 


remarkable document of as great impor- 
tance to Americans today as it was to the 
colonists who were justifying their rebel- 
lion. It should be read and re-read every 
Fourth of July. 


Danger Is Never Far Away 


In the midst of the excitement of the 


long holiday weekend, it is good to give 
a thought to the record accidental death 
toll of the Memorial Day period. 


r 
Over the Memorial Day \weekend there 


were 463 deaths in traffic. 39 in boating 
accidents, 62 by drowning and 115 in mis- 
cellaneous mishaps. This total of 679 is a 
record. Nevertheless it is not so very dif- 
ferent 
from 
the 
casual everyday toll 


taken by accidents. Just to compare the 
figures, the Associated Press kept a 102- 
hour non-holiday accident report from 6 
p. m. Friday. May 12, to midnight. May 
16. and in that time there were 341 traffic 
fatalities. This is to be compared with the 
463 over the Memorial Day weekend. 


Thus it appears that the accidental 


death toll g o e s right on day by day 
whether we have holidays or not. The In- 
stitute of Life Insurance has warned that 
between 30,000 and 35.000 persons will die 
in accidental deaths in the United States 
this summer unless Americans put more 
emphasis on safety during the 1961 vaca- 
tion period. 


The institute makes it clear that one 


cannot avoid accidents by merely staying 
home. In fact, the home is the second 
most dangerous place to be this summer. 
It is second only to the street or the high- 
way. About 8,000 persons will be killed by 


accidents o c c u r r i n g in the home and 
about one-third of them will be due to 
accidental falls. 


The Institute points out that deaths nor- 


mally run from four to eight per cent 
higher 
during 
the 
summer 
than 
in 


other seasons of the year. One of the most 
important causes of death is water activi- 
ties. During this summer drownings will 
take over 3,000 lives and more than half 
of them will be persons under 20 years of 
age. In addition, about half of all boating 
accidents h a p p e n during the summer. 
Over 800 persons are expected to die in 
b o a t i n g accidents, including about 700 
drownings caused by the capsizing of 
small craft, 10 or 20 due to accidental 
falls on boat ladders and decks, and 
about 10 or so due to explosions or ma- 
chinery accidents. 


There are many other kinds of acci- 


dents but human ingenuity appears to 
have limitless means of discovering new 
and novel ways of bringing fatalities to 
vacationing people. But the most impor- 
tant are those relating to the home, the 
highways and the water. This is the time 
to take due precaution against them. Peo- 
ple need not deceive themselves that they 
will be safe if they avoid travel on holi- 
days. Almost any weekend is as bad as 
the other. No one will be safe unless he 
practices safety. 


Give the Horses Back to the Amish 


Not long ago the; Internal Revenue 


Service seized three horses of an Amish 
farmer in Pennsylvania, sold them at 
auction for $308 to satisfy a Social Secur- 
ity tax claim against him. A great many 
Americans were astounded at the high- 
handed performance of the federal tax 
collectors although quite obviously they 
were acting according to the law and had 
no alternative. 


Now Sen. Joseph S. Clark (D - Pa.) 


has introduced a bill in Congress which 
would exempt from the payment of So- 
cial Security taxes any self-employed per- 
son whose religious views forbid partici- 
pation in such welfare program. The Am- 
ish have religious scruples against the in- 
surance program and it was for this rea- 
son that the farmer had refused to pay 
even to the extent of giving up the horses 
needed on his farm. Under Sen. Clark's 
bill, those wishing exemption would be 


Seeking a Lost World 


In 1909r the English explorer viewed a 


high plateau in Central South America of 
which he wrote: 


"Time and the foot of man have not 


touched these summits. They stood like a 
lost world. Imagination could picture the 
vestiges of an age long vanished. 


"Isolated monsters from the dawn of 


history might still roam these heights . .." 


In 1912, A. Conan Doyle, who had read 


the words quoted above, wrote his book, 
'•Thr Lost World," in which he actually 
populated the area with dinosaurs. 


Today Mr. and Mrs. Dana Lamb of 


Corona Del Mar, Calif., are on their way to 
South America to explore this so-called lost 
world if they can find it. Mr. and Mrs. 
Lamb are experienced explorers and ad- 
venturers. They t r a v e l e d the length 
of Mexico in a canoe in 1938, and on foot 
in 1941 sought the "lost city of Mayas" 
near the Guatemala border. They are well 


permitted to file a certificate indicating 
self-employment and adherence to a rec- 
ognized church or religious sect which 
forbids its members from accepting ben- 
efits of the kind provided by Social Se- 
curity.

Declaration of Independence Now 
Faded After Wars and Travels 


A disappointing 
experience 


awaits 
Americans who 
have 


never seen the original Declar- 
ation of Independence. The his- 
toric document, which is en- 
shrined in the Exhibition Hall 
c,t Washington's National Arch- 
ives Building, is faded and dis- 
colored, says the National Geo- 
graphic Society. Most of its sig- 
nature? are illegible. 


Yet 
the 
very 
scars 
have 


meaning. They tell 
of perils 


survived by the parchment that 
proclaimed these "self-evident" 
truths: "that all men are creat- 
ed equal . . . endowed by their 
Creator with certain unalicnable 
Rights, that among these are 
Life. Liberty, and the Pursuit 
of Happiness." 


Carefully Protected 


Today, the Declaration of In- 


dependence is protected by ev- 
ery means known to 
science. 


For nearly 150 years, however, 
it was the most traveled, han- 
dled, and innocently abused of 
America's state papers. 


Contrary to popular belief, the 


Declaration was 
only 
adopted 


on July 4, 1776, and- not signed 
that day. The document in the 
Archives Building did not even 
exist then. Congress, on July 19, 
ordered it to be engrossed from 
the 
much-edited 
Jefferson- 


drafted charter. 


Signatures Added 


When 
the parchment 
was 


ready, on August 2, 1776, it was 
signed by John 
Hancock 
as 


President of Congress, and the 
50 or so members present for 
the session. The other signa- 
tures were added later. 


A curious fact — due chiefly 


to changes in Congress after the 
Declaration was approved — is 
that not all the men who voted 
for the document signed it, and 
that some signers never had the 
chance to vote for it. 


From its earliest days the 


Declaration 
led a 
precarious 


life. It was among other offi- 
cial papers transported 
in a 


"light wagon" when 
Congress 


fled from Philadelphia to Balti- 
more in December, 1776. 


The Document was soon re- 


turned to Philadelphia, but only 
to be on the move again when 
British advances forced the del- 
egates to set up other tempor- 
ary capitals 
in Pennsylvania, 


first at Lancaster, then York. 


After the war was won. the 


priceless 
parchment 
traveled 


with Congress, in turn, to Anna- 
polis, Maryland, Trenton, New 
Jersey, and New York City. 
Transferred to the new Depart- 
ment of State on the adoption 
of the Constitution, it followed 
the National Government back 
to Philadelphia, and finally, in 
1800, to Washington. 


Hidden in Barn 


But there was still no rest 


for the American statement of 
liberty. In the War of 1812 the 
then Secretary of State, James 
Monroe, ordered the Declara- 
tion, the Constitution, and Bill 
of Rights removed to safety. 


Hastily the papers were sewn 


into Hr.en bags and hidden in a 
barn 
on a 
near-by Virginia 


farm. Then they were taken to 
the home of a preacher in Lees- 
hurg, where they remained un- 
til the Federal city was hack in 
American hands after the Brit- 
ish evacuation. 


Strangely, the Declaration ap- 


parently suffered less in war 
then in peace. Much of the loss 
of ink from the original is 
blamed on • facsimile piste 
made in the early 1820's, pre- 


sumably by the early wet-print- 
ing process. 


Other factors in the deterior- 


ation were the sunlight and sea- 
sonal heat and cold to which the 
document was exposed between 
1841 and 1894. For the first 35 
years it hung, unprotected, be- 
fore a window on the wall of 
the Patent Office. In 1876. it was 
lent to Philadelphia for its cen- 
tennial 
celebration. 
Returned 


later, it was exhibited in a cab- 
inet in the State Department's 
library. 


Meantime, concern was grow- 


ing about the condition of the 
Declaration. In 1894, the State 
Department announced 
it had 


been removed from public view 
and had been stored in a steel 
case. 


As years passed, the authori- 


ties decided the document could 
he safely displayed, after all. 
with proper precautions. It was 
therefore transferred, in 1924, to 
the Library of Congress, and 
shown under double-pane, filter- 
equipped plate glass. Eventual- 
ly, stil! more 
protection was 


provided by improved filters 
and by sealing the parchment 
in an enclosure filled with prop- 
erly humidified helium. 


With one notable exception, 


the Declaration remained in the 


Library of Congress until it was 
placed in the care of the Na- 
tional Archives in 1952. The ex- 
ception was a three-year period 
ITI World War II. when it was 
safeguarded, with other nation- 
al treasurers, at 
Fort 
Knox,

For, while Frank 
Reeves is a Negro, it is certain 
that the man to be nominated in 
his place as district commissioner 
will also be a Negro. 


Proved Incompetence 


! The real significance of 
the 


whole affair is the proved incom- 
petence of the president's staff in 
checking up in advance on appoin- 
tees, and the damage done to the 
Negro community itself. For if ev- 
er there was an occasion to select 


the best-qualified Negro for a pub- 
lic post, it was when the president 
had before him the task of filling 
the vacancy on the District Board 
of 
Commissioners. 
There 
are 


many Negroes here—lawyers and 
businessmen—who could do an ef- 
ficient job in this post. Reeves got 
the appointment as a political re- 
ward for services rendered. 
He 


lias been for a year now the Dem- 
ocratic national committeeman for 
the district, and, without resign- 
ing that post, has been serving as 
a paid assistant on President Ken- 
nedy's staff at the White House. 


What happened in checking on 


the qualifications of the prospec- 
tive commissioner? The custom- 
ary loyalty checks were made and 
were satisfactory, but nobody at 
the White House examined court 


records on tax liens. The Republi- 
cans learned of irregularities in 
the Reeves' tax payments, and 
raised a fuss before the senate 
committee. Evidence was brought 
forth there showing that over the 
last 10 years the nominee had not 
regularly paid his income taxes on 
time, and that several tax liens 
had been filed in the past by the 
federal government, as well as by 
the District of Columbia tax of- 
fice, to enforce collection. There 
were delays, too, in filing returns. 
His 1952 return, for example, was 
not filed until 1956, while his 1960
